| Delays continue at entrance

The City of Sacramento finished re- 
laying roads in front of the north entrance 
to Sacramento State last weekend. How- 
ever, this does not mean the delays for 
Mmxonsts entermg the campus are over 
yet 

According to Associate Engineer 
Paramarz Ansari, resident engineer in 
charge of the overlay project, the work 
will be completed by the end of this week 
when the newly laid road has been painted 
Ansan sail motorsts can expect a one 
lane closure between 9 a.m. and 3:30p.m 
until Wednesday or Thursday 

In addivon, the bridge that runs along 
Carlson Dnve between J Street and 
Newman Court is being replaced with an 
sidewalk, and should also be 
completed by the end of this week. 

One of the lefttum lanes onJ Streethas 
been closed penodically to perform the 
roadwork since the project began on Aug 
22. Ansan said 

the city began another project on 
Sept. 22 to landscape the median divide 
onJ Street, running from Carlson Drive to

gestion, according to Ansari, is that while 
re-paving a road, the loops for the signals 
must be taken out. The loops regulate 
when the light changes depending on the 
amount of traffic. These were taken out 
and the lights were changing on a urned 
hasis instead, often causing a significant 
back up to the H Street bridge. 

With the loops back in place last Sat- 
urday, the delay to motorists eniering 
campus through J Street should be greatly 
reduced since the lights will once again be 
responding to the flow of traffic, not a 
umer, according to Ansan 

\t the begunning of the semester, the 
left turn signal, from J Street into campus, 
would stay green for only 15 seconds 
whule the other signals at the intersecuon 
combined would stay green for almost 
four munutes 

‘Cars just kept stacking up and stack 
ing upon hack to the bndge,” said Harold 
Mapes, director of plant services in the 
Facihtes Management department 

Mapes has dealt with the city during 
the planning and implementation of these 
Qty funded projects. He said that the city 
has been very cooperative and that CSUS 
and the city planners work well together 
on planning ways to make the roadwork 


easier On motorists 

To ease the effects the work would 
have on traffic, Mapes and the city had 
hoped to do these projects before school 
Started. 

“They (the city) had the best inten 
tions and someumes they don’t work,” 
Mapes said 

Mapes said when it was evident that 
the work would need to be done during 
the fall semester, the city decided and he 
concurred thal work affecting traffic wouid 
only be done between 9 a.m. and 3:30 
pm 

The work on the landscaping project 
had to be delayed until the curbs were 
built in the median from the overlay 
project according to Nader Kamal, project 
manager on the median landscaping 
project 

[he city’s next project for this area 
according to Kamal, is the repainting of the 
H Street bndge in the summer of 1995 

Kamal said the repainting will be 
approxiamately a four month project and 
will require a two lane closure 

Mapes said that he and city planners 
are already working together to try and 
plan most of the work for that project 
during the summer months.
